An onnsoal and very beautiful 

phenomenon was wituet^sod hore 
yesterday afternoon around 4:80 
or 5 o'clock when seven prismatic 
solar halos or rainbows and three 
phrhelia, or sun dogs, or maok- 
suns, were observed by teachers 
at the Graded School and chil- 
dren and others on tho tennis 
conrt at the school and elsewhere 
in the city. It was a gorgeous 
and very beautiful display apd 
lasted for quited while. Soien 
tist say these phenomena are 
caused by refraction of li^iht 
passing through ice crystals float 
ing in tbe air. 

These parhelia, or sun dogs, 
appear in the form of hritrht light 
near the sun, usually tinged with 
the pntmatic colors, and some- 
times having a luminous tr>4iu. 
Two or more parhelia are treneral- 
ly seen at tbe same time, in con 
nootion with solar halor.
